DATA NOW IN DEFINITE FORM 


Federal Regulation and Supervision of 


Life Insurance and Venezuelan Re- 
lations to Receive Attention—Chief 
Executive to Return Saturday to-the 
National Capital. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y.. Sept. 25.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, • Mrs. Roosevelt and 
members of their family; Secretary 
and Mrs. Loeb and the members of the 
executive force, will leave here about 
11 o'clock Saturday morning on a spe- 
cial Long Island railroad train. They 
will go by boat from Long Island City 
to Jersey City, and thence via the 
Pennsylvania railroad to AVashingtOB, 
reaching the capital shortly after • G 
O'clock. The president is devoting 
considerable time each day now to 
work on his annual message to con- 
gress. For some time he has been as- 
sembling data for the message, but 
since the adjournment of the peace 
conference he has been writing the 
data into definite form.

message.

DEFENDS HERSELF 


Woman Tells of Shooting Affair at 


New London, in Which Man Was 


Fatally Injured. 


New London, Conn., Sept. 25.—She- 


phen M. Crocker, a member of a well- 
known New London family, Is at the 
hospital in a serious condition as the 
result of a pistol shot received while 
he was terrorizing the family of 
George Bindloss at their home in this 
city. Crocker went to the Bindloss 
house and when the door was opened 
in response to his ring he pushed past 
the servant and met Mrs. Bindloss and 
her daughter Stella. Their refusal to 
speak to him angered him, and for sev- 
eral hours he had them in a state of 
terror. Mrs. Bindloss finally went to 
her husband's room and secured his 
revolver to protect herself. As she 
came down stairs she saw Crocker 
beating her daughter, and in her nerv- 
ousness the revolver wliich she held in 
tier hand went .off. The bullet did not 
strike Crocker, but the shot distracted 
Ms attention from the girl and he 
turned on Mrsi Bindloss. In struggling 
for the possession of the weapon it 
was exploded and the bullet entered 
.his body, inflicting a wound that prob- 
ably will cause his death.

The individu- 
ality of the Stanford family—father, 
mother and sou—has been stamped lip- 
on the institution with such force that 
it can never be effaced, 'but it is ex- 
pected that in time certain changes 
will be made to divest it of some of the 
evidences of their personalities that 
often suggest criticism, if not ridicule. 
This will be done gradually and reyer- 
entljr, without the slightest disrespect 
to the memory of the noble man and 
woman* whose lives and enormous tor- 
times were dedicated to the education 
of the sons and daughters of other peo- 
ple because they were deprived by 
Providence of fue privilege of educat- 
ing children of their own. 


The trustees of the institution have 


never discussed these question formal- 
ly. They have not yet formed a plan 
or even an opinion, although they have 
doubtless received many suggestions 
and have given the matter much 
thought. 
It would be impossible for 


them to have escaped the comments of 
visitors or those of the students upon 
the personal character of some of the 
exhibits in the museum, for example, 
or the inscriptions that deface certain 
portions" of the buildings. 
Those in- 


scriptions are particularly 
offensive, 


because they stare everybody in the 
face. Xo one can visit the university 
without being Irritated by them. 
I 


counted the name of Jane Lathrop Stan- 
ford in thirty-five different places and 
the name of Leland Stanford in fifty- 
seven, and, while one must admit that 
both of them had the right to inscribe 
their names upon their own property, 
they should be protected from the criti- 
cisms that are always directed xat the 
display of such bad taste. The memo- 
rial chapel, for example, which is— 
with possibly one or two exceptions— 
the finest piece of ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture in the United States, has been 
debased by the introduction of per- 


• sonal -inscriptions and paintings and 


marbles which Mrs. Stanford was in- 
duced to bny from speculators in Eu- 
rope. A magnificent arch, which fur- 
nishes an entrance to the most stately 
quadrangle of modern scholastic archi- 
tecture, has beneath it a grotesque— 
indeed, a pitiful—exhibition of vanity 
and affectation in the form of a bronze 
group of the Stanford family. 


A section of the museum is filled 


with personal relics of Senator and 
Mrs. Stanford and their sou, for whose 
monument the university was founded. 
The boy evidently had a very bright 


. 
mind and mature ideas for one of his 
age, and while he was traveling in Eu- 
rope he became possessed of a com- 
mendable idea—to make a collection of 
the interesting things he saw for the 
entertainment and education of other 
boys who were deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of travel. Tfifs little collection 
of his is the nucleus of the university 
museum, and it should be placed where 
it can be seen and understood by every 
person who enters the -building, but its 
significance and the lesson it should 
teach are destroyed by placing around 
it_the playthings and clothing of his 
childhood and other personal objects 
which were preserved by a heart- 
broken mother and to her were more 
precious than the treasiires of the 
Louvre or the British museum. The 


/ only purpose their exhibition can serve 


is to show how much Mrs. Stanford 
loved her son and how devoted she 
vas to his memory, but the institution 
itself is a sufficient evidence of that af- 
fection, without exposing it to the

The intentions and desires of Mr. 


Stanford in founding it have been KO 
clearly expressed by him that the 
board of trustees have no difficulty in 
understanding them, but they will al- 
ways be compelled to struggle against 
an almost irresistible tendency iu such 
institutions to give more attention to 
academic than to industrial education, 
and that would be contrary to Govern- 
or Stanford's plan. He established this 
university not to make scholars, but to 
train citizens for useful, practical ca- 
reers, and Dr. Jordan, the president, is 
'endeavoring to carry out that idea. It 
is not his ambition to win a reputation 
for scholarship among his graduates, 
but he wants to give them a thorough 
scientific and practical training. 


Two new buildings are being erected 


on the campus. Both are of architec- 
ture and materials similar to those 
used in the quadrangles. 
One is a 


gymnasium, 312 by 150 feet, with a 
win's 200 feet long by 115 feet wide, 
which will cost §500,000 and will prob- 
ably surpass all other buildings ever 
erected for such a purpose. It will be 
large enough to accommodate the en- 
tire student body iu physical exercises 
at the same time and will be as per- 
fect and complete in all its appoint- 
ments as human ingenuity can make it. 


Near it is the new library, 303 by 1S4 


feet in size, with a dome 140 feet high 
ami seventy feet in diameter, which 
will cost 
$COO,OGO for 
construction 


wit-bout including the expensive and 
artistic decorations and equipment that 
have been planned for it. No estimate 
of them 'has yet been made, but they 
will probably bring the* total cost of 
the building up to $1,000,000. The ro- 
tunda will be used as a reading ^oora, 
surrounded by stacks of steel to ac- 
commodate 3,COO,CCO volumes. 


Xew dormitories and a refectory will 


be commenced this fall. At present 
the majority of the students are, re- 
quired to live in tbe adjoining village 
of Palo Alto and'get their meals where 
they can. There is a small inn near 
the "quad" which c,aii accommodate 
only a hundred or so, and those who 
are compelled to live outside the 
grounds have a long walk both ways to 
the laboratories and lecture rooms. To 
accommodate them and to save the 
time wasted ir. going and coming it is 
proposed to extend the trolley system 
of the village into the campus. This 
will be the first violation of Mrs. Stan- 
ford's wishes, for she would not permit 
a track to be laid in the grounds as 
long as she was alive. The necessity 
was frequently explained to her, but 
she would never admit it.

Jonrney of Captain ROM With a 


lotv Fever Patient. 


Riding six miles in an automobile 


with a patient known to be suffering 
from yellow fever, as Captain Ross of 
the revenue cutter service did, cor- 
roborates the modern theory as to the 
methods by which this disease is con- 
veyed, says a Washington special-dis- 
patch to the Xew York Tost. Captain 
Ross recently returned from the yellow 
fever district. "While he was stationed 
at Gulfport a soldier outside the town 
came-down with the disease, and this 
journey was made to get the patient 
where he could be cared for. 


Captain Ross went into'the hospitals 


to see patients and canie into close con- 
tact with the disease, suffering no ill 
effects. He took the necessary precan- 
:ions against mosquitoes and is fully 
.•ouvinced of the "mosquito theory." 
He is also enthusiastic over the suc- 
cess of the revenue cutter service as an 
adjunct iu quarantine. Xo ships wer« 
allowed to pass its lines, and no case 
developed on the coast from any infec- 
tion that could have been admitted in 
his way. lie believes the revenue cut- 
ter service will be relied on largely for 
iclp in such emergencies.

"Monnonism has set its death mark 


upon United States Senator Frank J 
Cannon of Utah, and his polygamy rid- 
den state is bordering upon assassiua 
tion and anarchy," declared Mrs. Fred- 
erick Bchoft' of Philadelphia, president 
of the National Mothers' 
Congress, 


when she arrived at Denver recently 
from Utah, says a Denver dispatch. 


Mi£. Schoft added that while she was 


in the laud of the Mormons making an 
investigation of their practices and 
modes of existence hej- own life wns 
in constant peril and that it was ab- 
solutely necessary for her to be con- 
stantly guarded by gentiles. 


The situation as described by Mrs. 


Schoff is appalling. As president of the 
National Mothers' Congress she made a 
bitter fight against the seating of Iteid 
Smoot in the United States senate and 
some weeks ago went to Utah to gath- 
er first hand data with which to cou- 
tiiiue her warfare ou Morrnouisni. She 
has long been one ot the most active 
foes of polygamy in America and has 
held a conspicuous place among the 
women of the land. 


''It is well nigh beyond belief," de- 


clared Mrs. Sehoff "that there can exist 
in the United States of America condi- 
tions such as are flagrantly flaunted in 
the face of the nation's womanhood 
and manhood in Utah. Polygamy, vile, 
enervating as the cause of Rome's 
downfall, is practiced just as much 
there today as it was" before the mani- 
festo against it. 


'•Senator Cannon is a hero, and he 


may prove to be a martyr. He came 
of the Mormons. His father, a Mormon 
apostle, has disowned and disinherited 
him because he is fighting for his state 
against the hierarchy and the awful 
teachings of that church. 


''Senator Cannon has 
been con- 


demned to die by the Mormons. His 
secretary has been quietly told by 
friends not to be seen'in his employer's 
company- too frequently for fear he 
also may be assassinated. When I 
said 'Goodby' to the senator I had a 
feeling I should never again see him 
alive. 


''Society is not society in Utah. 


"Young men who go to a dancing party 
there are not able to know whether 
they are dancing with married women, 
for so many girls are married secretly. 
The records are in the temple, and no 
one outside knows. 


"A most appalling state of affairs 


exists. The poorer women who are 
wives of polygarnists sometimes work 
in pairs and trios in the homes of rich 
families to support their husbands and 
offspring. But the stain of polygamy 
rests principally on the wealthy people, 
those who in any other community, be- 
cause of education'and position, would 
be worth while." 


Mrs. Sehoff says she has' full details 


of the endowment house ceremony, 
adding: 


"It lasts from 7 o'clock in tbe morn- 


ing until 4 o'clock in the evening, and it 
is horrible. I am going to expose it in 
the'east, expose it so that the American 
people may know the beastliness of the 
Mormons.

Motor Watering- Cart* For Rome. 
The Home correspondent of the Lon- 


don Pall Mall Gazette writes that the 
Eternal City will shortly l»e provided 
with six motor watering carts.

TO FLOOD POWDER MAGAZINE 


Sprinkling: Device to Bo Installed on 


All Sett WarnhipH. 


The United States navy construction 


experts are planning new and im- 
proved means of sprinkling ammuni- 
tion magazines in battleships, says a. 
Washington special dispatch to the 
Xew York Times. These plans, when 
perfected and approved, will be ap- 
plied to all new ships. 
The matter 


has been the subject of renewed in- 
terest since the Mlkasa disaster. 


The sprinkling system is to be in- 


stalled above the contents of tbe maga- 
zine. This system of piping will be 
connected with the fire main under 
about ninety pounds pressure and con- 
tribute to the safety of the vessel and 
the protection 
of the ammunition 


against explosion b'y drenching the 
contents of "the compartment, while at 
the same time the flood cocks will be 
used as in former practice. 


It was found ou the Missouri, when 


tbe explosion took place on that vessel, 
that at the end of thirty minutes after 
the flood cocks of the magazines were 
opened there were only two feet of 
water in those compartments, so that 
had the flames reached tbe ammunition 
it would have been impossible to save 
the vessel. 


It will be the plan hereafter, by 


sprinkling and flooding, to attack the 
compartment from above and below 
and on all sides.

feed 50,000 men, as the newspapers 
have indicated. 
The contract, as a 


matter of fact, will amount to from 
$1,000,000 (o .*.l,r>no.00() u year for live 
years, and the maximum number of 
men that will ever be employed, in my 
judgment, will be from 15,000 to 20,- 
000. 


"This is all bosh about there being 


any unfairness in Hie award of con- 
tracts. The specifications for bidding 
were open to the public and everybody 
had the right to bid. The facts are 
that not one of the other firms bidding 
had sent men to the isthmus and knew 
the conditions there. I was first in- 
vited to go there by Mr. Wallace last 
March and was studying conditions at 
the time when he left. I kept watch 
of things ami continued my investiga- 
tions until they got straightened again 
and found out what they wanted. 


"AVh.it the commission wanted was 


and what we are going to furnish is ;i 
system of substantial meals at a rea- 
sonable price, so that the employees on 
the canal can afford to buy them and 
be in condition to return to the com- 
mission in labor the worth of their 
wages. For Instance, the Jamaica ne- 
groes—now about 4,000— employed ou 
the canal are scattered along in camps 
from one to two miles apart, there be- 
ing thirty along the forty-seven miles 
of canal. These will have from 200 to 
300 negroes to the camp. These camps 
consist of houses built especially for 
the purpose and thoroughly sanitated.

Eggs are 10 cents apiece, 
salt fish 40 cents a pound, fresh meat 
from r>0 cents to fl a pound and every- 
thing in proportion. Now we are going 
to offer them three meals a day, -with 
coffee, bread and meat for breakfast, 
coffee, bread, fish, two kinds of vege- 
tables and pie or pudding for dinner 
and much the same for supper at 45 
cents per day, or $14 per month. In ad- 
dition, we will have a place at each 
camp where we will sell the cooked 
foods in bulk to the men with families 
who want to take them home or to the 
men who live in clubs and do their own 
cooking or part of it and want to bny 
some more cooked stuff. There is no 
compulsion nbont buying from us. The 
men can bny wherever they please, but 
I agree with the commission to have 
the fond there to offer to the men ut a 
reasonable price. 


For the white men. of whom there 


are 1,500 and who will run up to :j,000 
later on. we will run hotels. Two are 
now finished, three more are under 
construction, and the number will 
eventually increase to ten. AVe furnish 
them first class board at SI per day 
and rooms at $0 per mouth each, mak- 
ing the total cost of living $.'',0 per 
month each.

An 
army surgeon and a trader attached to 
an expedition of General P. S. .Stanley 
wore murdered on the banks of the 
Bed river in 1873. 
After eighteen 


months evidence came to light that 
Rain-iii-thc-Face, then drawing gov- 
ernment rations at Standing Itock res- 
ervation, was the murderer. He was 
arrested by Colonel Tom Ouster on 
orders from General George A. C'tister, 


* ' . l.»*.4l.,*.. 


For a day he maintained stolidly that 


he was innocent. Then he confessed 
that he was the slayer. General Custer 
reported the case to Washington. In 
the meantime the Indian was kept 
chained in u miserable hut into which 
the winter's rain and snow penetrated 
without hindrance. His crime had been 
a brutal one, but In 1he prison he was 
treated like a dug. It was this incident 
th:.t made him most bitter toward his 
"white brother" and inspired him in 
his future rebellions. 


A fellow prisoner of Itnin-in-the-Fnce 


procured a file, and, filing off their 
chains, they escaped. Rain-in-the-Face 
the next spring joined Sitting Bull's 
band of hostiles, openly declaring that 
he would "cut the heart out of Tom 
Custer and eat it." 
Months of desul- 


tory warfare led up to the battle of 
the Little Big Horn on June 20, 1870. 
when General custer's command was 
annihilated. 


That Rain-in-the-Face distinguished 


himself in this fight by his reckless 
bravery seems certain. It has been 
said that he led the final charge on the 
little knoll above the mountain stream 
where Custer and the Seventh cavalry 
still fought desperately. 
He is said 


to have directed the braves to kill the 
horses of the troopers and that when 
only a handful of Custer's men were 
left, his brother dead and his men out 
of ammunition Raiu-in-the-Face picked 
off the survivors from a distance. 


But this picturesque climax of long 


cherished revenge has been doubted. 
It has been flatly denied that he killed 
General Custer, but the widow of the 
general has said yhe had authority for 
the statement that he cut the heart 
out of the body of Colonel Custer. 
Rain-iu-the-Face never said he killed 
4he general, and if he had done so he 
was not the kind of man to boast of the 
exploit. 


In an interview long years after he> 


declared that in the smoke of the bat- 
tle it was impossible to see his foes 
from a distance and that he did not 
know the Custer brothers were dead 
until they were found after the battle. 
Raiu-iu-the-Face, who was wounded in 
two places during the battle, fled with 
the other chiefs to Canada. They re- 
turned to the United States and sur- 
rendered to General Miles in 1SCO and 
1881, Rain-in-the-Face being the last 
to yield. He has spent most of tbe 
time since on the reservation, peaceful 
from compulsion, but unreconciled.
